Kodansha Comics: In your afterwords, you often delve into the 
extensive research you performed for Vinland Saga. Have you begun 
to see anything in your everyday life differently since you began 
drawing the series? 

Yukimura: After receiving this question, I thought long and hard, 
but it seems there hasn’t been much of a change in my own self- 
awareness or consciousness. Vinland Saga started serialization 
12 years ago. At that point, I had already wrapped up most of the 
research and data collection for the series. The general story had 
also been decided by then, too. So the work that I had planned 
back then, despite some delays here and there, has been moving 
along quite smoothly. In regards to the work itself, the daily ins 
and outs are quite monotonous. When I think back on it, those 12 
years really flew by. I was scribbling away at my desk, drawing, and 
before I knew it, so much time had passed. The way I see things 
hasn’t changed due to Vinland Sagas serialization, but during its 
serialization, I got married and was graced with three children— 
that really changed my way of thinking and how I lived. One room 
in my home is an office, so I’m always with my kids. I’m constantly 
thinking that I have to be a role model for the kids. Back before 
Vinland got serialized, I used to live alone, and compared to those 
days, my life now is much more proper. 

Kodansha Comics: Wildlife appears in the story often-each animals 
individual personality and artwork has enriched the rest of the story. 
What inspires you to focus on the symbolism of certain animals? Are 
there other animals you wish you could include? 

Yukimura: Take the bear, for example. It’s Europe’s strongest land 
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animal, and I’ve always wanted to draw it at least once. Drawing a 
bear means the art will be nice and flashy, but its worth depicting 
specifically because of how it symbolizes a brute strength that 
cannot be reasoned with. One day, it just hit me that the way each 
character interacts with the bear can reflect how they deal with 
violence. Thorfinn would want to escape, but if that’s not possible, 
he would try very hard to only counter the bear. Hild, in order to 
survive, would think up a method of attack that goes beyond the 
bear’s abilities. Thorkill would fool around and tease the bear for his 
own amusement, and then kill it. From the bear’s perspective, it’s 
quite troublesome to have to deal with humans at all. 

Iceland’s terns are well known as the birds that fly the longest 
distances in the world. In the summer, they lay eggs in the Arctic 
regions. Later in the year, during the winter, they fly to Antarctica. 
They’re migratory birds with extraordinary vitality. Actually, 
researching terns helped me really solidify Gudrid’s character. She’s 
truly “a tethered tern.” 

What I’ll be drawing next is not yet fixed, but I think I’ll be drawing 
lots of wildlife. Not just animals, plants too. There may be lots of 
new flora and fauna in Vinland—the likes of which Thorfinn and 
his crew have never seen before. I’m very excited to draw them! 

Kodansha Comics: You’ve shared with us previously that you wanted 
to create a new type ofshonen hero who does not use violence to solve 
all of his problems. Of course, the character drama has remained 
very tense and engaging even in these later chapters, but were you 
concerned that, once the story began to focus more on Thorfinns 
pacifism, readers would miss the exciting action from earlier in the 
series? 

Yukimura: Absolutely. I’ve been worried about that since the arc 
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where Thorfinn became a slave. Well, I planned that since before 
Vinland Saga was published, so I’ve been worrying about this issue 
since before I drew chapter one. (Laughs.) I even recall that some 
people scolded me over social media. 

As long as manga is entertainment, I recognize that it is the creator’s 
job to make something that readers truly want, and can enjoy. A 
triumphant hero who’s super cool in battle—I understand that that’s 
what the audience desires. 

However, I racked my brain over whether or not I could create a 
hero that’s even more awesome than the aforementioned battle- 
ready protagonist. Then I realized that it’s also my job as a creator to 
try really hard to make this kind of hero. I know this is a bit self- 
serving, but I secretly hope that you will be sympathetic and read 
Vinland Saga as partially an experiment in achieving that... Well, if I 
write that here, then it’s not very secret, is it? (Laughs.) 

I am illustrating a hero that I believe is awesome, from the bottom of 
my heart. Perhaps it is unbecoming of an entertainer to be so selfish, 
but if my readers can embrace this—well, nothing would make me 
happier. I’ll work hard to be worthy of your continued support. 

That’s all for now. I will keep creating and putting forth my best 
efforts. I am grateful for your continued support going forwards, 
and hope you will join me to the end of this journey!
